Then begins without any sufficient dis¬ 
tinction the work of Alcuin in questions and answers sent by him with a preliminary 
letter to Singultus. On page 19 entjs the course of Int and R the rubricated catch¬ 
words for Inierrogatio and Hesponsum). The work which proceeds without any heading 
on the next page may also be Alcuin's. It is remarkable for the numerality of its 
obserrations: for example, Tres sunt quibus reconciliari debent homines . . Quatuor 
sunt queconferunthumilitatem . .

From Kirkham Priory.—T he legend of St. Ragnar belongs to 
Northampton where his relics lay, and where the miracles reported in 
the story took place. A Norseman, servant of the priest Brnning in 
the church of St. Peter in that city, always desirous of seeing his 
“ drotinum ” (lord) by whom he meant Peter, was informed in a vision 
that the Lord’s accepted would be found in a certain place in the 
church. And thus the remains of St. Ragener were found at North¬ 
ampton in the days of Edward the Confessor. This story seems to be 
unpublished.

This is in connexion with a pledge given by John Butler, depending as it 
seems upon a wager that he would become a father within a year and a half,—The 
gold chain of Sir Robert Mansell of Detford, pledged for £300, is elaborately described.

From the antique character of the script, Sir Thomas Phillipps regarded this MS.

At the end of 
the book there is an additional leaf which gives an Almanac for the years 1119-1150. 

The book was consequently written between 1031 and 1119, and it seems to approxi¬ 
mate more nearly to the former than to the latter year.—It is a volume of considerable 
interest historically as well as calligraphically and is partly palimpsest. The first page 
of the text is for January 16 and the last for the 23 December.

The first forty-seven leaves are in similar strain. On leaf 48 begins a list of Latin 
names of Herbs rendered into English, 10 pp. in alphabetical order. Then the recipes 
for maladies begin again, mixed with regimen for the months, 26 leaves, on the last of 
which is a list headed thus “ Here bn)? f?e naamys of droggys.” Miscellaneous recipes 
follow in various hands, and one of them is headed ‘ Unguentum Domini Johannis 
Spenc V’ These occupy 29 leaves. Next comes a Dictionary of Herbs, A-L, in the 
order of the Latin names, each name being explained in what is really a little botanical 
treatise rather than a mere interpretation. This Dictionary was never finished : it 
consists of 36 leaves. Two miscellaneous leaves follow, on one of which is written 
“ Ho somver on me dothe loke I am John Stacys boke.” 

The age of the writing varies from about 1480 to 1540, but most of it belongs to 
the earlier time; and the language is more archaic than its actual period. The th 
letter is used throughout, and the forms of words would furnish valuable matter to the 
great English dictionary. 

Joseph Maynard, of Exeter College, Oxford, owned the book in the last century; 

Sir G. P. Turner had it in the early part of this century; and Sir Thomas Phillipps 
bought it in 1827.

The large initials in gold framed within a pattern of white interlace¬ 
ments, form, next to the border-work, the most beautiful feature of the 
volume. It is, however, not only beautiful, but is also of the highest 
interest, as bearing the name of a famous scribe who worked for the 
Aragonese Kings of Naples. On the back of the leaf of purple vellum 
at the beginning of the book there is a circular wreath, half green and 
half red, which encloses an inscription in gold capitals and is itself 
enclosed within an inscription, also in gold capitals, forming a square. 

The outer inscription is, “ Nvmini svo illvstrissimo et praecellenti 
Domino Antonello Aversano Ferdinandee Maiestatis Secretario Max.

Charles Bailey was the first Governor of the Territories of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company (not of the Company itself) and held office 
from 1670 to 1674. He kept a Journal which was extant in 1709, 
when Oldmixon wrote, but is now lost. 

Pierre Esprit Radisson, with his brother-in-law Medart Chouart, 
were two early French-Canadian fui*-traders, and made many journeys 
inland [1653-1660]. Failing to obtain in France the support they 
desired for a scheme of a fur expedition to Hudson’s Bay, they 
offered their services to London merchants and thus promoted, in 1668, 
the voyage (in which Prince Rupert was interested) which led to the 
Establishment of the Hudson’s Bay Company.

On the 16th leaf there is a memorandum written about 1550: “ This 
ys the booke of Anna Gyllarde ” and in her handwriting also are some 
notes in the calendar which seem to show that she had been in one of 
the monasteries before their suppression.

Vinsauf was an Englishman and served as an agent between Richard Cceur de 
Lion and the Pope. A snort chronicle of King Richard is ascribed to him. 

It is by an error of the scribe that the Pope’s name appears as Innocently (1243- 
1254). It was to Innocent III (1198-1216) that Vinsauf addressed his Poetria 
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Novella, which was an effort to restore the old classical metres in the place of the 
monkish rhymes which had become the favourite form of verse. It has been printed in 
Leyser’s collection of mediaval poetry. 

The Expositio, or set of glosses, has a colophon which states that it was made by 
a rufficientem virum ad petitionem scolarium Ravennensium.

Thb first printed document relating to the Continent of 
America. This celebrated and excessively rare Letter was written in 
Lisbon in September or October 1502, in the Italian language, for 
transmission to Florence. In Lisbon resided a friend of Vespucci 
named Gialiano di Bartolommeo del Giocondo, and through him we 
may conclude a transcript reached the hands of Giovanni del Giocondo 
in Paris. This Giocondo instantly translated it into Latin for publi¬ 
cation, and several editions were produced in various places in 1503, 

1504, and 1505—all very rare now. The above is one of the earliest,

Between 1471 and 1474 Caxton went to Cologne to learn typo- 
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graphy. His workman and successor in London, Wynkyn de Worde, 
in his own edition of Glanvil, speaks of Caxton as “ the first printer 
of this book, in Latin, at Cologne.” The above volume is the first 
edition of the book printed in Latin at Cologne, and is without a 
printer's name and date; bnt it is in the same type as a few books 
printed at Cologne similarly without note of printer and place, and of 
which two have the date 1473. It is agreed on all hands that Caxton 
started an independent press in 1474, and that he must have learned 
the craft before that date. Wynkyn de Worde’s phrase is that he 
printed the Glanvil at Coleyn, “ himself to advance.”

This is not only a very rare book, so far as its distinctive character 
is concerned, but is also a beautiful example at once of decorative 
vellum-printing, and of masterly illumination. The artistic value of 
the painting and gilding is marked by the singular clearness and 
perspective which it throws into the designs. 

The large pictures (not including the title and the anatomical 
man) are 18 in number: St. John in the Caldron; the Kiss of Judas; 
the Tree of Jesse; the Annunciation; Worship of the Virgin and

This is beyond all comparison the finest illustrated edition of the Hortus Sanitatis, 
and is likewise the rarest when perfect (as the above copies are). Not only the large 
woodcuts, but many of the smaller ones may bo regarded as effective works of genre- 
drawing. There are, besides the illustrations of the herbal and the animal kingdom, 
designs of doctors and patients, and workmen at their various labours, as well as 
incidental accessories in treatment which raise this book beyond the ordinary level of an 
illustrated work of popular science. 

The colophon contains a contribution to the history of Typography. After the 
word Menti it goes on with in which most noble city was first invented this most subtle 
art and science of characterising or printing. Meydenbach is believed to have been a 
son of the man (similarly named) who cut the letters for the Psalter of 1457.

Cathedral, which Mr. J. S. Hawkins considered so important, as being the earliest 
engravings of Gothic architecture known, that he determined to re-engrave them in 
facsimile; but hearing they formed part of Cesariano’s Translation he contented 
himself with giving copies on a reduced scale in his history of Gothic Architecture. 

For a long time Mr. Hawkins was unablo to obtain even a sight of the work, but 
finally procured a copy of a volume described by him os ‘ so scarce that I at present 
know of no more than two copies besides my own existing in this country, and one of 
these two is in the Bodleian Library.’ Some of the other woodcuts are most interesting, 
and include an ancient sun-dial, antique baths, the sphere, a ship moved by paddles and 
various motive powers, architectural instruments, etc. The Commentary is extremely 
valuable, not only to the mathematician and architect, but also to the painter and 
sculptor, as it gives rules for colouring and for studying symmetry of proportion, 
specially mentioning Michael Angelo and other eminent artists. The first mention of 
the camera obscura, usually attributed to Porta, is also found therein. For the History 
of Art and Literature Cesariano’s notices are highly important, as nearly every page 
has allusions to, and mention of, names of men eminent in every branch or science.*

A most striking and remarkable volume formerly in the Cassano 
collection, and lately in that of Lord Morley. Andrea Matteo 
Aqua viva, Duke of Atri and Teramo, was a man who had retired from 
public life and employed himself in study. He made this compilation 
of offices for private devotion and presented it to Leo X, whose letter, 
giving authority for the use of the book by the Duke and his friends, 
is written on leaves 2, 3, and also near the end of the text. In a small 
escutcheon on a couple of the finer pages of pictures the letter T, in 
gold, may be observed. It seems to indicate the artist, who may have 
been Taddeo, the famous illuminator, who worked for Leo X. The 
borders of the text pages are of the well-known pattern of branchy 
arabesque winding and interlacing over a ground of blue, green, and 
red. The miniatured pages are of very different style, being in com¬ 
partments on varying grounds of deep rich colours, which become 
almost sombre in their expression. The main picture is generally 
framed within an arch and contains several figures. Then the border 
is divided into a n umber of compartments, in each of which a smaller 
miniature is painted, and these sometimes comprise several figures. 

The general impression one receives from these pictured pages is that 
of a wonderful richness and variety. 

On the first page of miniatures, the central picture shews the Virgin 
in her oratory, this being part of a building which rises in arcades and 
towers above her, with a tesselated passage leading to an arched gate- 
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way in the background, in which we see St. Joseph walking. In the 
foreground are a chained monkey and a cat; perched on the wall above 
the Virgin is a peacock; in mid air on the left, Gabriel is floating 
downwards, and in the upper sky we see him receiving his message 
from the Almighty.—The compartment below the centrepiece is cut 
by a lozange, within which is a picture of the Espousal of Joseph and 
Mary, in which there are ten figures. In each of the four outer 
corners of the page there is a figure of a saint or patriarch. Arabesque 
work on a red or a blue ground occupies the spaces between each of 
these comerpieces. Over the arabesque on the left is painted a 
picture of Joseph’s dream, with an angel; lower down, Mary and 
Joseph and the cot; this being balanced on the right-hand side of the 
page by a picture of the Tiburtine Sibyl. 

On the second page of miniatures, the chief picture represents the 
Nativity, with the Adoration of the Shepherds,—comprising in all 
fifteen figures and a landscape. The minor picture below contains 
nine figures, including apparently Herod and the Wise Men, and the 
Three Kings, with attendants. In one of the borders four naked boys 
are climbing up a tree, round which a vine is wreathing. 

On the third pictured page there is only the one large miniature. 
Through a magnificent arched portal we see the Garden, with trees and 
a marble fountain, and in the foreground just below the door the 
naked figures of Adam and Eve, with the sworded Angel driving them 
forth. This is a very remarkable painting, executed with great skill 
and ability. 

On the fourth pictured page, the borders are formed of Rapliael- 
istic arabesques, painted green or red or pink or blue, upon a gold 
ground. There are seven pictures altogether. The main one is Christ 
speaking to his followers in the temple, with eleven figures. The next 
picture shews sixteen figures in a meeting outside the gates of Jeru¬ 
salem. In another is the Temptation of Christ by Satan ; in another 
the Bearing of the Cross, two figures. The administration of the 
Sacrament, with three figures; a monk admonishing a penitent, two 
figures ; and an assembly of apostles, six figures. 

On the fifth, the main picture is the Resurrection, with a landscape, 
Jerusalem in the background, and six figures, including the Angel at 
the tomb, speaking with the two Maries. In the minor division there 
are three compartments, each with its picture, and containing altogether 
ten figures. Round these compartments there are other figures, a King, 
an Evangelist, Angels with organs. In the border above, and on right 
and left, there are several compartments, each with its little painting 
of two or more figures (Christ releasing the souls, Jonah with the ship 
and the whale, etc.). 

On the sixth, the Fall of Lucifer is the main picture, in which 
there are twenty-eight figures. There are five minor pictures in 
compartments below. 
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On the seventh, there is a picture of a man kneeling before a 
Bishop, who advises him to accept the tiara which is being brought 
forward. Nine or ten figures. Another represents the streets of 
Nineveh, with Jonah and four other figures. Mary Magdalen washing 
the Saviour’s feet; four figures. The return of the Prodigal, three 
figures; and three others with single figures. 

On the eighth, the Descent of the Holy Ghost, a large picture with 
' sixteen figures. The borders are occupied in each upper corner by a 
cherub, by musical instruments and gold-set gems on the sides, and 
below, a warning Prophet. 

On the ninth, there are pictures in eleven compartments, repre¬ 
senting distinct scenes in the life of Mary, the compartments being 
formed by architectural decoration. 

There cannot have been many copies executed of this book, for, 
notwithstanding the Pope’s licence and the years of indulgence 
promised, it would never have won general approbation. This may 
have been the only one, done for the Duke himself; whose arms are 
found in the border of the first page of Miniatures. He died eight or 
nine years after the work was done.

This lovely little volume is of a style that rarely occurs for sale. 

It is of Tuscan character, and exhibits the style of Florentine illumina¬ 
tion during the last decade of the fifteenth century, with great beauty 
and charm both of colour and design. 

Leaves 1-12 contain the Kalendar, which contains nothing of a 
specially local character. Leaf 13 is superbly painted. The central 
division is in three compartments. On a ground of azure the title is 
written in gold ; below it on a ground of metallic gold is the initial D, 
painted and floreated, and within its open oval a picture of the Virgin 
and Child. Beneath the D on the azure ground of the third com¬ 
partment, the first words of the text Lomine labia mea aperies are 
written in gold. Next, the border is in four sections upon a ground 
of pale gold, and encloses six medallions, four of which represent 
Hebrew prophets, and are in ordinary style ; two represent classical 
busts of marble on a background, and are marked M. C. and E. A. 

In the middle upper section of the border there is an IH S between 
flowers; in the corresponding space below, an escutcheon supported 
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by two cherubs.—On another page there is an initial enclosing two 
figures, and, at the side, a charming little Florentine border.—On 
another page a figure of the Virgin within an initial D.—On another
